HISTORY 


U.S.  OBSOLET 
INTERESTING

OBSOLETE  COINAGE  OF  THE 
UNITED  STATES — to  some  this  is 
a  wrong  statement.  For  today  col¬ 
lectors  seek  these  coins  for  their 
collections  and  do  not  consider  them 
obsolete.  They  are  obsolete  in  that 
they  no  longer  pass  as  change  in 
our  daily  lives. 

THE  HALF  CENT 

The  half  cent  was  eliminated  when 
the  metallic  value  rose  above  the 
face  value.  The  last  year  of  issue 
was  1857.  It  was  first  issued  in  1793 
and  because  of  inflation  of  the  times 
it  had  a  very  erratic  life  and  as 
stated  was  discontinued  in  1857.  It 
was  authorized  April  2,  1792,  with 
a  weight  of  132  grains.  It  never  be¬ 
came  universally  popular  as  the  de¬ 
nomination  was  issued  to  aid  the 
'  poor"  people  and  even  in  those 
days  of  hardships,  the  inference  that 
one  was  poor  was  distasteful. 

Joseph  Droz,  Joseph  Wright  or 
Robert  Scot,  an  ex-watchmaker 
turned  engraver,  are  all  credited 
with  the  coin’s  first  creation  by  dif¬ 
ferent  numismatists  but  Wright  or 
Scot  appear  to  be  more  prominent. 

A  “teen  age"  representative  of 
Miss  Liberty  facing  left  and  wear¬ 
ing  a  Liberty  Cap  appeared  on  the 
first  half  cents.  From  1794  to  1797 
the  portrait  faced  right.  A  new  type 
from  1800  to  1804  was  known  as  the 
draped  bust  coin  and  in  1809  Miss 
Liberty  wore  a  turban  hat.  An  addi¬ 
tional  weight  change  by  Presidenti¬ 
al  Decree  on  January  26,  1796  fur¬ 
ther  reduced  the  weight  to  84  grains 
but  even  this  reduction  left  the  coin 
oversized  and  underpriced. 

The  half-cent  life  was  full  of  tur¬ 
bulence  and  mistrust.  In  1811  the 


majority  of  the  banks  decided  the 
coins  were  too  much  trouble  to 
handle  and  would  not  accept  them. 
Naturally,  the  mint  was  influenced 
and  temporarily  discontinued  them 
from  1812  to  1824.  The  same  insti¬ 
tutions  who  stored  the  coins  rather 
than  spend  money  and  effort  to  keep 
them  in  circulation  were  one  of  the 
major  sources  of  survival  of  the  coin 
for  collectors. 

The  large  cent  is  not  considered 
in  this  as  we  have  a  coin  today 
known  as  the  one  cent  even  though 
it  has  lost  much  of  its  size  through 
the  years  since  it  was  first  issu¬ 
ed. 

TWO  CENT  PIECES 

These  coins  were  issued  from  1864 
to  1873.  The  act  of  April  22,  1864 
which  changed  the  weight  and  com¬ 
position  of  the  cent  included  a  pro¬ 
vision  for  the  bronze  two  cent 
piece.  The  weight  was  specified  as 
96  grains  the  alloy  being  the  same 
as  for  the  cent.  The  two  cent  piece 
is  one  of  the  short-lived  issues  of 
the  U.S.  coinage.  The  motto  “In  God 
We  Trust’’  appeared  for  the  first 
time.  Its  presence  on  the  new  coin 
was  due  largely  to  the  increased  re¬ 
ligious  sentiment  during  the  Civil 
War  crisis.  There  are  two  varities 
for  the  first  year  of  issue  1864— the 
small  and  large  motto.  The  small 
motto  variety  of  1864  is  very  scarce. 
Who  is  to  say  that  this  coin  is  not 
to  return  to  circulation  with  a  new 
design,  what  with  all  the  taxes, 
fares  and  what  have  you?  These 
coins  in  the  better  grades  command 
very  good  prices. 

NICKEL  THREE  CENT  PIECES 

This  series  was  issued  from  1865 
to  1889.  It  offers  no  type  variations. 
The  edge  is  plain.  Composition  is 
75  per  cent  copper  and  25  per  cent 
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nickel.  Weight  is  30  grains. 

SILVER  THREE  CENT  PIECES 
These  were  coined  from  1851  to 
1873.  This  is  the  smallest  of  U.S. 
coins  and  was  authorized  by  Con¬ 
gress  March  3.  1851.  The  first  three 
cent  silver  pieces  had  no  lines  bord¬ 
ering  the  six-pointed  star.  From  1854 
through  1858  there  were  three  lines 
while  issues  of  the  last  15  years  show 
only  two  lines.  Coins  from  1854 
through  1873  have  an  olive  sprig  over 
the  “111"  and  three  arrows  beneath. 
The  original  weight  of  this  piece  was 
12%  grains,  .750  fine,  which  was 
changed  by  the  law  of  March  3,  1853 
to  11.52  grains,  .900  fine. 

HALF  DIMES 

From  1794  to  1873  were  issuance 
years.  The  half  dime  types  present 
the  same  general  characteristics  as 
larger  U.S.  silver  coins.  Authorized 
by  the  Act  of  April  2,  1792  they  were 
not  coined  until  February,  1795,  al¬ 
though  dated  1794.  At  first  the  weight 
was  20.8  grains  and  fineness  892.4 
by  the  Act  of  January  18,  1837  the 
weight  was  slightly  reduced  to  20% 
grains.  And  the  fineness  changed  to 
.900.  Finally  the  weight  was  reduc¬ 
ed  to  19.2  grains  by  the  Act  of 
February  21.  1853.  Half  dimes  offer 
many  varieties  in  the  early  dates. 
Until  1829  there  was  no  indication 
of  value  on  the  half  dimes. 

1794-1795  Flowing  Hair  Type 
1796-1805  Draped  Bust,  Small  Eagle 
Reverse 

1829-1837  Liberty  Cap  Type 
1837-1838  Liberty  Seated  No  Stars 
on  Obverse,  in  1838  Stars  were 
Added  to  the  Obverse. 

TWENTY  CENT  PIECE 
Issued  from  1875  through  1878.  De¬ 
signed  by  William  Barber  and  was 
sponsored  by  Senator  Jones  of  Ne¬ 
vada  representing  silver  interests. 
The  double  dime  died  May  2,  1878 
when  Congress  decided  to  withdraw 


it  from  circulation. 

The  twenty  cent  piece  was  the  first 
s’ep  in  a  possible  change  of  all  our 
basic  denominations  of  coinage.  A 
Senator  Sarent  is  on  record  as  hav¬ 
ing  proposed  the  establishment  of 
a  forty  cent  coin  and  to  make  all 
coinage  thereafter  in  units  of  tens, 
thereby  eliminating  the  twenty  five 
cent  piece.  This  illuminating  idea 
never  got  beyond  the  stage  of  con¬ 
templation  and  when  Congress  de¬ 
cided  to  ban  the  twenty  cent  piece 
on  April  23,  1878,  the  resistance  was 
practically  nil.  Unlike  our  modern 
day  silver  coinage  the  twenty  cent 
piece  was  not  reeded  and  its  plain 
edge  should  have  helped  distinguish 
it  from  the  Quarter,  but  evidently  this 
slight  change  was  not  sufficient.  The 
denomination  “twenty”  is  also  easily 
read  in  comparison  to  the  “Quar. 
Dol.”  distinguishing  the  quarter. 
However,  all  the  king’s  horses  and 
men  could  not  preserve  the  twenty 
cent  coin  from  the  wrath  of  the 
housewife  and  from  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  mint  in  the  year  1875  pro¬ 
duced  enough  coins  to  make  the  date 
common.  The  uncirculated  specimens 
have  shown  themselves  to  rise  very 
rapidly  in  price. 

In  closing,  a  few  comments  about 
this  type  coinage.  Cents  and  half 
cents  exclusively  were  coined  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  1793.  and  by  1799  ap¬ 
proximately  $50,000  in  these  coins  had 
been  placed  in  circulation.  This 
amount  proved  insufficient  for  the 
requirements  of  commerce.  There  was 
only  a  negligible  coinage  of  quart¬ 
ers,  dimes  and  half  dimes  from  1794 
to  1834.  It  has  been  estimated  that 
there  was  less  than  one  piece  for 
each  person  in  the  country  in  the 
year  1830.  This  period  has  been 
described  as  one  of  nondescript  cur¬ 
rency,  made  up  of  banknotes,  under¬ 
weight  foreign  gold  and  silver  coins

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SPEAKING  OF  CENTS  - 
NOT  "PENNIES"

A  popular  misconception  of  our 
modem  day  is  the  incorrect  name 
applied  to  the  United  States  cent.  We 
commonly  refer  to  it  as  a  “penny” 
which  is  a  large  copper  coin  of 
Great  Britain.  There  is  a  vast  con¬ 
trast  between  the  two  words  “cent” 
and  “penny.” 

Cent  is  taken  from  the  Latin  word 
“centum"  meaning  hundred  and 
since  the  U.S.  monetary  system  is 
based  on  a  decimal  one— tens  and 
hundreds— the  word  cent  as  a  deri¬ 
vative  of  centum  found  its  place  as 
one  of  a  hundred. 

Penny,  one  thousand  years  older 
than  cent,  came  from  the  Middle 
English  “peni”  or  “penig”  and  the 
Anglo-Saxon  “pening.”  Up  until  early 
this  year,  the  British  monetary  sys¬ 
tem  had  nothing  to  do  with  decimals 
and  a  penny  was  roughly  worth  two 
U.S.  cents.  Before  Great  Britain 
changed  over  to  the  decimal  sys¬ 
tem,  British  coinage  was  made  up 
of  shillings,  pence,  farthing,  etc. 

The  first  cents  produced  for  com¬ 
mercial  trade  (several  pattern  pieces 
were  struck  prior  to  regular  issue) 
at  the  U.S.  mint  in  Philadelphia  were 
in  1793— a  heavy  aw'kward  type 
slightly  larger  than  our  present  day 
Washington  quarter  dollar.  These 
were  not  at  all  popular  with  the 
people  due  to  the  size  of  the  coin, 
but  its  mintage  survived  for  64  years 
until  1857  despite  the  complaints  and 
protests. 

There  were  five  distinct  types  and 
numerous  varieties  in  this  series.  We 
first  have  the  Chain  and  Wreath 
cent  of  1793,  and  the  Liberty  Caps 
of  1793  to  1796,  the  Draped  Busts 
of  1796  to  1807,  the  Turban  Head  of 
1808  to  1814,  the  Coronet  Head  of 


1816  !o  1839,  and  the  Braided  Hair 
style  of  1839.  The  design  was  chang¬ 
ed  three  times  during  the  first  year 
of  coinage.  The  first  dies  were  en¬ 
graved  by  the  Swiss  artist  Drost. 

The  Chain  cent,  so  called  because 
the  obverse  carries  a  connecting 
chain  of  15  links  signifying  the  num¬ 
ber  of  states  then  in  the  Union,  with 
the  legend  “United  States  of  Ameri¬ 
ca,”  the  denomination  of  “One  Cent” 
and  the  symbol  “1/100."  The  obverse 
shows  a  female  bust  facing  right 
with  flowing  hair,  the  word  "Liber¬ 
ty”  and  the  date.  The  design  was 
changed  during  the  year  trom  a 
chain  to  a  wreath  fastened  at  the 
bottom  by  a  ribbon.  The  short-lived 
chain  cent  was  unpopular  to  the 
American  people  as  the  chain  symbol¬ 
ized  slavery  and  the  first  bust  of 
Liberty  showed  a  head  of  such  dis¬ 
heveled  flowing  hair  that  she  re¬ 
sembled  a  frightened  witch.  Another 
change  the  same  year  depicts  the 
female  bust  with  a  softer  hair  flow 
and  a  Liberty  Cap  on  a  pole  placed 
behind  her  head. 

Next  we  have  the  Draped  Bust 
cent  beginning  in  1796  with  the  Lib¬ 
erty  Cap  removed  and  the  figure 
draped  with  a  cloth.  It  also  shows 
a  much  smoother  hair  arrangement. 
In  1808  the  cent  was  changed  to  the 
Turban  type  with  the  bust  facing 
left.  Seven  stars  are  to  the  left  and 
six  to  the  right  of  the  figure.  The 
turban,  tied  across  the  head,  is  in¬ 
scribed  with  the  word  “Liberty”  and 
the  reverse  still  carries  the  wreath. 
In  1816,  another  change  took  place 
and  the  turban  was  substituted  for 
a  coronet;  then  during  1839,  the  hair 
is  shown  wi  ll  a  braid. 

The  general  varieties  include  large 
and  small  dates;  plain  and  beaded 
borders  and  hair  cords;  half  wreaths 
and  full  wreaths;  and  misspelled 
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words  such  as  “UNITED”  instead  of 
“UNITED”  and  in  one  instance 
“LIHERTY”  instead  of  “LIBERTY.” 
A  very  scarce  variety  is  the  1793 
Chain  cent  with  “UNITED  STATES 
OF  AMERI,”  the  engraver  evident¬ 
ly  not  having  enough  space  to  com¬ 
plete  “AMERICA.”  This  coin  is  hard 
to  obtain. 

A  complete  set  of  large  cents  is 
not  an  easy  one  to  assemble.  Most 
collectors  are  satisfied  with  a  type 
set,  one  of  each  type  and  design. 
The  more  advanced  numismatist  may 
enter  the  field  of  date  collecting  and 
then  on  to  the  varieties.  However, 
the  varities  are  almost  endless. 

Due  to  the  inexperienced  employees 
in  the  mint  and  inferior  metals  used 
for  the  early  U.S.  coins,  the  dies 
would  break  easily,  necessitating  new 
ones  and  each  time  a  slight  differ¬ 
ence  in  design  was  noted.  We  would 
venture  to  say  that  a  complete  col¬ 
lection  of  die  varieties  from  1793  to 
1857  would  number  well  into  the 
hundreds.  There  were  no  cents  issu¬ 
ed  in  1815.  The  entire  mintage  of 
large  cents  for  the  64  years  of  issue 
was  156.288,744— a  fantastic  compari¬ 
son  to  the  Lincoln  cents  minted  each 
year  of  our  present  times. 

The  coinage  law  of  1857  made  pro¬ 
visions  to  eliminate  the  cumbersome 
large  cent  and  the  small,  convenient 
cent  came  into  being. 

There  is  the  short  story  of  the 
early  American  cents — not  pennies— 
so  let's  give  it  its  proper  American 
name  in  our  daily  vocabulary.

WOMEN  FIND 
NEW  INTEREST

Women  are  show¬ 
ing  a  greatly  ex¬ 
panded  interest  in 
coin  colle  c  t  i  n  g, 
probably  an  out- 
growth  of  their 
tendency  to  order 
proof  and  mint 
sets  directly  from 
the  mints. 

Other  important 
lures  toward  the 
hobby  are  the  de¬ 
sire  of  many  older  women  to  keep 
busy  after  retirement,  plus  the  re¬ 
cent  practice  of  just  about  every¬ 
body  to  sort  out  and  hoard  our  sud¬ 
denly  obsolete  silver  coins.  The  real¬ 
ization  that  a  small  premium  could 
be  obtained  on  the  90  per  cent  sil¬ 
ver  coins  has  especially  intrigued 
housewives. 

One  step  after  another  has  led 
the  ladies  into  numismatics  and 
many  have  become  thoroughly  pro¬ 
fessional  in  this  interesting  field. 
Calls  to  the  author  ask  about  gen¬ 
eral  collecting  phases,  with  emphasis 
in  information  tending  toward  aware¬ 
ness  of  values  and  possible  future 
(rends.  The  ladies  are  serious  about 
the  whole  thing. 

Numismatics  was  strictly  a  hobby 
for  men  in  its  early  history.  Natural¬ 
ly  a  few  wives  were  literally  forced 
into  at  least  a  strong  show  of  in¬ 
terest  because  of  the  pursuit  of 
knowledge  by  husbands,  but  it  is 
doubtful  if  there  were  more  than 
100  dedicated  women  collectors  in 
the  United  States  in  1930.  Now  there 
are  many  times  that  number  in 
Dallas  and  far  into  the  thousands  in 
Texas.  It  is  true  that  some  are  mere 
accumulators,  but  many  become 
sharp  traders  and  speculators. 
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Disappearance  of  the  $2  note 
points  a  heavy  finger  at  the  col¬ 
lector  and  hoarder  of  this  one  un¬ 
popular  piece  of  currency.  The  Chi¬ 
cago  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  Chi¬ 
cago  states  that  although  the  ordi¬ 
nary  $2  bill  was  issued  until  1966, 
only  five  per  cent  of  the  amount  in 
circulation  at  the  time  of  the  dis¬ 
continuance  has  been  redeemed.  It 
is  obvious  that  the  formerly  “jinxed” 
avoided,  hard  luck  note  almost  sud¬ 
denly  became  very  popular  with  its 
recent  demise  Bank  tellers  save 
them  in  some  areas  for  customers 
but  the  supply  has  all  but  dried  up. 
The  $2  note  probably  was  not  need¬ 
ed  in  the  beginning,  yet  it  stayed 
around  for  a  long  time.  The  first 
ones  were  issued  in  1862. 

Both  currency  and  coins  have  a 
way  of  getting  “lost”  at  times  dur¬ 
ing  the  Treasury  attempts  to  keep 
at  least  a  rough  track  of  them  by 
denominations.  In  some  cases  they 
are  hoarded  for  special  metalic  or 
currency  quirks.  A  bold  example  of 
an  offbeat  coin  that  became  popular 
with  collectors  was  the  1943  zinc- 
coated  steel  cent  issued  in  large 
quantities  at  the  three  mints.  Actual¬ 
ly  a  very  poor  coin  in  several  re¬ 
spects,  this  little  rusting  demon  is 
still  outstanding  to  the  extent  of  85 
per  cent.  In  top  condition  this  coat¬ 
ed  cent  does  command  a  small  pre¬ 
mium,  but  when  rusted  and  ugly 
it  is  just  another  cent.  The  “S”  mint 
coin  in  this  type  is  the  best  of  the 
three. 

Total  amount  of  all  currency  out¬ 
standing  now  is  about  $56  billion.  It 
is  believed  that  a  good  percentage 
of  this  total  comprises  money  placed 
out  cf  general  circulation,  such  as 
that  used  as  a  reserve  in  bank  boxes 
and  around  the  house. 

So  if  you  want  a  $2  bill  you  will 
have  to  scramble  for  it!

WILDCATS

been  directed  to  this  office  by  both 
TNA  members  and  TNA  member 
clubs  indicating  their  considerations 
of  modifying  I  heir  annual  shows  from 
the  purist  "Coin  Show”  type  of  the 
past  to  the  ‘  Wildcat  Show,”  a  type 
of  mixed  breeds,  to  say  the  least. 

These  members  and  clubs  are  to 
be  congratulated  on  their  interest, 
their  long-range  thinking,  and  their 
efforts  to  obtain  information  and 
guidance  before  making  the  change. 

Since  this  writer’s  knowledge  and 
experience  of  and  with  Wildcats  has 
been  limited  to  only  a  few  encount¬ 
ers  with  the  two-legged,  female  type 
of  the  species,  I  thought  it  best  to 
assign  the  subject  for  evaluation  to 
my  research  team. 

After  diligently  scanning  the  Texas 
Statutes  on  the  general  subject  of 
Wildcat  Shows,  the  researchers  ad¬ 
vise  that  there  appear  to  be  no  pro¬ 
hibitions  on  such  showings.  Legally, 
this  leaves  us  in  the  clear. 

Wildcat  Shows  are  young,  having 
only  been  on  the  scene  for  a  few 
years.  In  this  short  period,  they  have 
been  well  received  by  the  public  and 
have  been  generally  successful,  es¬ 
pecially  in  areas  of  limited  popula¬ 
tion.  It  is  safe  to  assume  that  they 
are  here  to  stay  and  will  continue 
to  grow  in  popularity.  The  Wildcat 
Show  has  a  lot  to  offer. 

For  the  public,  this  type  of  show 
offers  something  for  everyone  from 
grandmother  to  little  nephew.  There 
is  a  great  variety  of  merchandise 
on  display  iand  for  sale)  that  re¬ 
kindles  history  and  fond  memories 
and  provides  items  for  the  various 
collectors  as  well  as  items  for  gifts

to  fri  nds  of  similar  interests.  A 
Wildcat  Show  will  usually  double  or 
triple  the  attendance  and  will  re¬ 
sult  in  doub'ing  the  sales.  In  a  small 
town  on  a  weekend,  it  is  THE  place 
to  go  to  meet  and  visit  with  one’s 
friends.  Country  people  will  drive  in 
from  miles  around  to  see  the  show, 
to  buy,  to  sell,  to  trade,  to  visit.  All 
of  them  end  up  having  a  whale  of 
a  good  time,  with  promises  to  meet 
again  next  year,  same  time,  same 
place. 

For  the  sponsoring  clubs  the  Wild¬ 
cat  Show  opens  up  great  new  ave¬ 
nues  of  additional  income,  from  which 
a  considerable  portion  can  be  and 
usually  is  spent  on  promotion  and 
advertising.

We  must  always  re¬ 
member  that  the  purposes  of  the 
Texas  Numismatic  Association,  as 
stated  in  our  Charter  are  .  •  to 
promote  and  advance  interest  and 
comprehensive  knowledge  of  numis¬ 
matics.”  This  provision  makes  up 
primarily  an  educational  and  scien¬ 
tific  research  institution,  a  status 
which  qualifies  us  for  our  tax-free 
position.
